My Lords and Gentlemen, 

I have the honour to submit my Report for the year 1898 : — 

The Gallery was opened to the public throughout the year, except during the month 
of October, when it was closed for cleaning, &c. 

The number of visitors during the year shows a slight decrease, which was to be 
expected from the absence of American visitors during the Summer season. The 
numbers were : —

By payment, Thursdays and Fridays, . . . . .1,180 

Total 70,214 

The number of Catalogues sold was 342. 

Tickets of admission to copy iu the Gallery were issued to 28 students — 26 ladies 
and 2 gentlemen. The number of attendances by students was 1,590

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During the year a new edition of the Catalogue of the Gallery was completed, and 
was issued to the public in December. It contains — 1st, Catalogue of Pictures ; 2nd, 
Catalogue of Drawings ; 3rd, Catalogue of the Portrait Gallery ; 4th, Catalogue of 
Sculpture. The Catalogue of Pictures has been carefully revised and corrected, and, in 
great part, re-written; and all works acquired since 1890, the date of the last Catalogue, 
have been included. Hitherto there has only been a short and very incomplete list of 
the Drawings in the collection ; these have now been fully catalogued and numbered. 

A Catalogue of the Portrait Gallery has long been wanted, and is now added. It 
includes all works in this portion of the collection — Pictures, Drawings, Engravings, 
See., with biographical and descriptive notes to each portrait. 

The additions to the Catalogue necessitated by the growth of the collection and by 
the introduction of new matter, especially the Catalogue of the Portrait Gallery, have 
considerably increased its bulk — from 1SS pages to 361 pages — but, by arrangement 
with H. M. Treasury, the price of sixpence has been retained. 

The death occurred, in the month of May, of Sir John T. Gilbert, who had been since 
January, 1888, a member of the Board of Governors and Guardians, and a regular 
attendant at its meetings. The vacancy thus caused has been filled, by the re-appointment 
of Viscount Powerscourt, k.p., who had ceased to be a member of the Board on 
vacating the office of President of the Icoyal Dublin Society. The Board of Governors
